And therefore it muſt be, 
that heſpake of obſerving a day, for ating com- 
mon, or indifferent things ; and not in keeping 
the Sabbarh,or not keeping of it, and that for the 
avoiding of theſe abſurdities.

God is leſfe mercifull to man and beaſt, ſince our

lince he came and ſuffered death, he hath nor af- 
forded rhem any at all.

| Theſe -mendo? alfo apprehend, the ſeventh 
day-Sabbath tigared our to ns, faith in Chriſt, 
Hebr. 4. 3. becaule the Apoſtle faith,y/e which 
have believed doeeenter into reſt. From whence 
they conclude, that when men beleeve, they have 
that ſancificacion in Chriſt, of which the Sab- 
bath was afſigne. If it be granted, or if it ceuld 
be proved, that the ſeventh dey-Sabbath, was 
ſigne of our ſanttification in Chriſt. It will not 
therefore follow, that when men beleeve, they 
arediſcharged from the duty of obſerving it, un- 
lefſe it can be proved a ceremoniall preceprt alto;
